A Tribute 

delivered  at  his  funeral 


by  Kalmen  Kaplansky 


David  touched  our  lives  in  so  many  wonderful  ways.  We  ad- 
mired the  symmetry  and  the  logic  of  his  life’s  work.  At  no  lime 
was  there  a basic  conflict  between  his  personal  and  public  life; 
between  his  Jewish  origin  and  his  dream  of  Canada;  between  the 
good  of  Canada  and  a world  of  justice  and  of  freedom. 

Where  did  he  find  the  inner  strength,  the  moral  fiber  to  keep 
faith  in  the  face  of  so  much  adversity? 

Originally,  in  the  world  of  his  father,  a man  of  impeccable  in- 
tegrity. It  was  there  that  he  first  learned  the  basics  of  his  ethical 
and  political  credo;  about  the  supremacy  of  public  weal  over 
private  gain;  about  the  unbreakable  link  between  worthwhile  ob- 
jectives and  the  means  to  achieve  them;  about  politics  as  a noble 
commitment,  a cause  and  not  a career.  It  was  there,  too,  in  the 
Jewish  Workers’  Union  (der  Yiddisher  Arbeiler  Bund)  and  dur- 
ing the  early  trade  union  struggles  of  Jewish  immigrant  workers 
in  Montreal  for  dignity  and  for  economic  justice,  that  .he  first 
heard  the  Yiddish  words  of  the  “sacred  pledge”  — the  “Shvua” 

— written  some  75  years  ago  (mir  shveren,  mir  shveren,  a shvua 
funn  blut  un  funn  trerren).  In  words  sanctified,  in  their  words, 
by  “blood  and  by  tears”,  they  pledged  to  remain  faithful  to  all 
“who  toil  and  who  are  poor”.  David  remembered  this  pledge. 

He  was  universally  recognized  as  the  leader  and  inspiration  of 
social  democracy  in  Canada  and  abroad.  But  he  also  helped 
hundreds  of  the  holocaust  survivors  to  settle  in  Canada;  he  re- 
mained to  the  very  end  deeply  concerned  about  Israel,  and  par- 
ticularly its  labour  and  socialist  sector;  he  loved  and  cherished 
Yiddish,  the  language  of  his  childhood,  taking  every  opportuni- 
ty to  speak  it  in  public  and  in  private. 

His  greatest  gift  to  us  was  his  refusal  to  give  in,  to  succumb  to 
cynicism  and  to  despair.  There,  too,  he  was  at  one  with  the  mar- 
ching hymn  of  the  Jewish  partisans  of  the  last  war,  which  he 
heard  on  so  many  occasions,  who,  while  facing  insurmountable 
odds,  nevertheless  defiantly  proclaimed  (zogt  nit  kein  mol  az  du 
gayst  dem  lelslen  veg)  “never  say  that  this  is  the  final  journey; 
the  hour  of  fulfilment  will  still  be  ours’’. 

But  it  was  the  family,  in  the  final  analysis,  its  unity  and  cohe- 
sion, which  was  his  greatest  source  of  pride,  support  and  com- 
fort to  the  very  last.  Sophie,  Stephen,  Michael,  Janet  and  Nina 

— each  in  his  or  her  own  distinct  way,  unique  in  our  political  life 

— were  as  one  in  their  remarkable  dedication  to  his  life’s’ 
goals.  To  them,  to  his  sister  Doris  and  to  their  children  — our 
friendship  and  our  love. 

Close  to  forty  years  ago,  David  and  Frank  Scott,  on  the  inside 
cover  of  their  book  “Make  This  Your  Canada”,  quoted  the 
words  of  the  martyred  socialist  leader  of  France,  Jean  Jaures, 
“Take  from  (he  allars  of  the  past  the  fire,  not  the  ashes.”  David 
respected  the  ashes;  but  he  also  nurtured  the  fire  with  care,  with 
piety,  with  stubborn  dedication,  with  personal  sacrifice.  For 
that,  we  are  forever  grateful. 


Hillel  Lodge  drive 
has  promising  start 


Testing  the  new  whirlpool  bath  at  Hillel  Lodge 


The  Ottawa  Jewish  Home 
for  the  Aged  or  Hillel  Lodge 
as  it  is  better  known,  has  laun- 
ched a public  campaign  to 
raise  funds  to  retire  an  ac- 
cumulated debt  which  is  now 
in  excess  of  $100,000. 

In  a letter  appeal  sent  to 
every  home  in  the  Jewish  com- 
munity last  week,  Campaign 
Chairman  William  Grossman 
said: 

“Not  since  1965,  when  we 
first  opened  the  doors  to  Hillel 
Lodge,  have  we  been  forced  to 
seek  your  financial  help.  Now 
we  must  raise  at  least 
$100,000.  to  retire  our 
outstanding  operating  deficit 
or  be  faced  with  a bleak 
future. 

“Government  subsidization 
does  not  meet  our  financial 
needs”,  he  continued.  “As  a 
mailer  of  fact,  their  grants  fall 
short  of  the  per  diem 
operating  cost  for  a kosher 
Home  for  the  Aged.  Inflation 
has  also  had  its  effect  on  food 
costs,  salaries  and  everything 
else  associated  with  the  opera- 
tion. Residents  require  and 
receive  the  care  and  attention 
they  need  — and  it  costs 
money. 

“We  ha.ve  studied  and 
analyzed  our  position  and 
have  implemented  some 
systems  which  will  result  in 
financial  savings  but  we  can- 
not cut  corners  in  the  care  of 
our  residents.” 

Mr.  Grossman  concludes  by 
asking  for  financial  support 
“so  that  we  can  continue  to 
offer  a Home  for  the  Aged  in 
the  finest  of  Jewish  tradition 
to  all  regardless  of  their  finan- 
cial status”. 

Early  returns  have  been 
most  gratifying,  says  Chair- 
man Grossman.  Contributions 
from  all  sectors  of  the  com- 
munity have  started  to  come 
in,  signifying  understanding 
and  concern  on  the  part  of  a 
wide  cross-section  of  Jews  in 
Ottawa.  Mr.  Grossman  is  con- 
fident the  goal  will  be  attain- 
ed. 

The  Lodge  was  officially 
opened  in  October,  1965 
primarily  through  the  efforts 
of  its  founder,  Mrs.  Dora 
Litlnvick,  co-founders  Samuel 
Berger  and  Jacie  Horwitz  and 
a group  of  committed  in- 
dividuals. It  started  with 
twenty-nine  beds.  In  1973,  a 
third  floor  and  an  additional 
nineteen  beds  were  added  for  a 
total  of  forty-eight.  The  Home 
is  full  and  a waiting  list  exists. 

In  order  to  provide  round- 
the-clock  supervisory  care, 
Hillel  Lodge  employs  thirty- 
one  full-time  and  twenty  part- 
time  staff,  including  nurses, 
aides,  orderlies,  kitchen, 
recreational,  housekeeping 
and  administrative  personnel. 


Total  costs  for  1980  were 
$638,000.  Total  income  from 
fees,  government  grants, 
U.J.A.  subsidies  and  dona- 
tions came  to  $573,000.,  leav- 
ing a deficit  for  the  year  of 
$65,000.  Deficits  incurred  in 
previous  years  have  brought 
that  total  to  more  than 
$100,000.  The  interest  burden 
is  a tremendous  drain  on  the 
Lodge’s  limited  resources  and 
the  debt  must  be  retired  as 
quickly  as  possible  if  Hillel  is 
to  become  a viable  operation. 

Originally  conceived  as  a 
facility  for  the  ambulatory 
well-aged  who  could  not  live 
alone,  services  of  all  kinds  had 
to  be  added  as  the  residents 
became  older  and  required  ad- 


ditional nursing  and  other  sup- 
portive care.  The  inflationary 
factor  has  also  escalated  costs 
to  record  proportions. 

Hillel  Lodge  is  administered 
by  a board  of  twenty-nine.

Three  Wise  Men 


A few  weeks  ago,  at  the 
Yom  Ha’Atzmaut  celebration, 

I remarked  that  we  are  free 
Jews,  in  a free  society  and  that 
we  have  no  problem  of  dua 
loyalty’.  The  support  ot  Israel 
was  perfectly  compatible  with 
Canadian  citizenship,  lor 
both  countries  are  founded 
upon  the  freedom  of  the  in- 
dividual  in  a democratic  socie- 
ty* 

Following  that  remark,  a 
member  of  our  community  ap- 
proached me  and  thanked  me 
for  stating  it  publicly.  It  is  a 
principle  in  which  1 fumly 
believe.  There  are  three  promi- 
nent Canadian  Jews  who  I 
believe  are  perfect  examples 
that  there  should  never  be  any 
question  of  divided  loyalty. 

David  Lewis,  C.C. 

The  passing  of  David  Lewis 
has  removed  from  the  Cana- 
dian scene  a towering  advocate 
for  the  individual  rights  and 
freedoms  long  before  it  was 
fashionable  to  do  so.  David 
Lewis  rose  to  the  heights  ot 
political  stature  as  the  national 
leader  of  one  of  our  national 
political  parties.  One  did  not 
have  to  support  the  policies  ot 
the  N.D.P.  to  have  sympathy 
for  the  principles  which  David 
Lewis  espoused. 

The  fact  that  David  Lewis 
was  a Jew  may  have  slowed 
Mr.  Lewis’  path  to  the  leader- 
ship of  his  party  but  it  did  not 
and  could  not  stop  him.  It  says 
much  for  the  acceptance  of 
Jews  in  our  society  that  David 
Lewis  was  able  to  attain  the 
leadership.  David  Lewis  has 
never  obscured  the  fact  that  he 
was  a Jew  — it  was  a distinc- 
tion of  which  he  was  proud 
and  it  was  a fact  which  made 
all  other  Jews  in  Canada  pro- 
ud as  well. 

We,  in  Ottawa,  have  been 
fortunate  to  have  had  David 
and  Sophie  Lewis  live  within 
our  midst  — we  will  miss 
David  Lewis  for  he  was  always 
available  to  the  community 
when  organizations  called 
upon  him*to  share  some  of  his 
wisdom. 


The  Chief  Justice  is  a proud 
jew  — one  of  my  most 
memorable  moments  was  a lit- 
tle over  a year  ago  at  the 
dedication  of  the  Holocaust 
Memorial  when  he  gave  the 
dedication  address.  That 
dedication  was  one  of  the  most 
moving  and  inspiring  speeches 
I have  ever  been  privileged  to 
hear. 

The  Chief  Justice  has  not 
avoided  his  heritage  and  has 
supported  Israeli  institutions 
at  every  opportunity.  He  sees 
no  conflict  between  being  a 
Jewish  Canadian  who  sup- 
ports Israel. 


Bora  Laskin,  P.C.,  C.C. 

The  Right  Honourable  Bora 
Laskin,  the  Chief  Justice  of 
Canada,  will  be  honoured  on 
June  17  by  the  Canadian 
Friends  of  the  Weizmann  In- 
stitute of  Science  at  a national 
dinner  to  establish  a chair  in 
his  honour  for  Science 
Teaching  at  the  Institute. 

The  Chief  Justice  has  had  a 
distinguished  career  in  the 
academic  and  judicial  world  in 
Canada  and  has  attained  the 
highest  judicial  position  in  our 
country.  The  appointment  of 
Chief  Justice  Laskin  to  his 
present  position  is  an  event 
which  years  ago  would  not 
have  taken  place  because  he  is 
a Jew.  The  fact  that  he  was  so 
appointed  is  again  testimony 
to  the  acceptance  of  Jews  in 
society.  The  Chief  Justice  has 
fulfilled  his  role  as  the 
foremost  jurist  in  Canada  with 
a distinction  which  will  en- 
shrine him  forever  in  Cana- 
dian history.  His  years  as  a law 
professor  helped  shape  the 
lives  of  countless  law  students 
— all  of  whom  still  revere  him 
and  remember  their  days  in  his 
classroom  with  fondness. 


Lawrence  Freiman,  O.C. 

On  June  24,  at  our  Annual 
Meeting,  the  Gilbert 
(Greenberg  Distinguished  Ser- 
vice Award  will  be  presented 
to  Lawrence  Freiman. 

Mr.  Freiman  is  a native  Ot- 
tawan  and  for  years  was  the 
driving  force  behind  all  that 
took  place  in  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  community.  No  event 
would  occur  without  the  input 
of  Lawrence.  From  1944-46  he 
served  as  President  of  the  Ot- 
tawa Vaad  Ha’Ir.  It  was  dur- 
ing his  presidency  that  the  rule 
that  a President  .could  only 
serve  for  two  consecutive  years 
was  first  introduced.  That  rule 
has  stood  the  test  of  time  and 
provided  Ottawa  with  a suc- 
cession of  lay  leaders  that  has 
been  the  envy  of  other  Cana- 
dian Jewish  communities.  Mr. 
Freiman  was  the  founding 
chairman  of  the  United  Jewish 
Appeal  and  he  single-handedly 
pulled  all  the  conflicting 
groups  together  at  a time  when 
independent  campaigns  were 
the  rule  rather  than  the  excep- 
tion. Our  Jewish  community 
would  not  be  the  organized 
disciplined  place  it  is  today 
were  it  not  for  Lawrence 
Freiman.  He  did  not  give  up 
his  dedication  to  the  well- 
being of  the  community  after 
he  left  the  high  offices  he  held, 
for  he  was  always  available  to 
each  successive  president  of 
the  Vaad. 

One  of  the  first  people  who 
offered  me  their  support  and 
guidance  upon  my  taking  up 
the  office  of  President  of  the 
Vaad  was  Lawrence  Freiman, 
an  offer  which  I readily  ac- 
cepted. 

Lawrence  Freiman’s  sup- 
port of  Israel  and  Zionism  are 
legend  for  he  was  the  National 
President  of  the  Zionist 
Organization  of  Canada.  He 
was  instrumental  in  getting  an 
Israeli  Ambassador  lo  Ottawa 
and  in  finding  “Kinnerel”  the 
official  residence  of  Israeli 
Ambassadors  in  Rockcliffe. 

Lawrence  Freiman  had  a 
successful  business  career  and 
rose  to  national  prominence  in 
the  Art's  Community  in 
Canada.  He  was  proud. of  his 
Jewish  background  and  it  did 
not  interfere  with  his  suc- 
cessful business  and  public- 
career. 

Each  of  these  men  were  pro- 
minent in  their  field  — each 
were  proud  Jews  — and  proud 
Canadians.  They  are  perfect 
examples  that  no  matter  what 
field  they  were  involved  in, 
politics,  public  service  or 
business,  their  identity  as  a 
Jew  has  not  inhibited  or  deter- 


red their  success.  They  have 
not  exhibited  any  ambivalence 
ill  their  support  of  Israel  and 
their  roles  as  prominent  Cana- 
dians. 

Each  of  the  lives  of  David 
Lewis,  Bora  Laskin  and 
Lawrence  Freiman  provides  a 
lesson  for  all  of  us  to  be  proud 
of  our  heritage  and  for  each  of 
us  lo  continue  our  el  forts  to 
sustain  the  preservation  of 
that  heritage.

This  year’s  Walk  for  Israel  was  a smashing  success, 
thanks  it)  a super  job  by  Chairman  Ben  Greenberg,  his 
energetic  and  enthusiastic  committee  and  all  those  who 
walked,  jogged  or  hiked.  Even  the  weather  co-operated 
beautifully.

And  despite  the  fact  that  the  gift  is  of  paramount  importance, 
and  the  outfit  is  a major  concern,  and  the  evening  "do  (or  lack 
thereon  is  a worry,  we  have  somehow  managed  to  keep  things  in 
their  proper  perspective.

It  represents  months  and  months  spent 
poring  over  Hebrew  words  and  phrases... months  and  months 
humming  snatches  of  the  ancient  Hebraic  melody. ..and  months 
and  months  of  holding  up  in  a bedroom  with  just  a tape  recorder 
for  a friend.  It  is  the  culmination  of  a great  deal  of  work,  a great 
deal  of  self-denial.  It  is  indeed  a commitment. 

Bar  Mitzvahs  and  Bas  Mitzvahs-happily-occur  throughout  all 
the  months  of  the  year.  But  with  the  delightful  propect  of  a 
season  at  camp,  spring  and  summer  are  always  fair  bursting  with 
the  joy  of  this  simcha. 

Each  Bar  Mitzvah  boy,  each  Bas  Mitzvah  girl,  makes  a cove- 
nant with  Judaism  on  that  special  day.  And  it  is  done  with  the 
whole  heart.
